Jeff Cranston will speak on the Wright Brothers and 
the 2003 Kitty Hawk commemoratives marking the 
centennial of hcavier-than-air flight. 

Jeff says, “The title of my presentation is “Unassum¬ 
ing Genius: The Life and Work of Orville and Wilbur 
Wright” 

“Bicycle mechanics, and not formally educated, they 
learned to fly by observation and experimentation. 
When they were building the Wright glider of 1901, 
the lift tables (showing how much lift was provided 
by how much wing surface area ) were wrong, so they 
built a wind tunnel in 1902 and corrected them. Real 
genius, and you’d never know to look at them. “

he made coins and paper money appear and disappear 
and turned blank paper into spendable cash.

What’s going on at the ANA? 

- October 2011 

This is the latest regarding Past Executive Direc¬ 
tor Larry Shepherd’s employment (gathered from the 
ANA’s Press release, dated Oct. 6th): “The Governors 
of the ANA have made every effort to take the high 
road and not air a private personnel matter. We thought 
it best to promptly move on. The ANA declines to 
disclose those matters because they involve other per¬ 
sonnel or third-parties outside the ANA. The decisions 
to first suspend then terminate Mr. Shepherd were not 
‘political,’ nor made in haste. They were made after a 
review of the facts and with careful deliberation”. 

An Executive Director search committee has been 
formed. Members are Clifford Mishler (Chair), Walter 
Ostromecki and Tom Hallenbeck. 

A balanced operating budget was approved by the 
ANA Board. It proposes $5,966,329.44 in expenses 
while projecting revenues of $5,966,833.54 - a surplus 
of $504.10. 

The ANA welcomed 4,027 visitors during the 
inaugural fall National Money Show, Oct. 13-15, in 
Pittsburgh. The bourse heated up over the course of 
the show, with 765 visitors on Oct. 13, 938 on Oct. 14, 
and 1,521 on Oct. 15. Attendees were welcomed by 
more than 800 ANA and Pennsylvania Association of 
Numismatists member dealers. 

ANA 2011 annual appeal will feature a Special 
120th ANA anniversary edition of the Red Book. $100 
donation gets donors a copy of the book, for $ 150 or 
more the donors will receive a signed copy by Ken 
Bressett. 

Young Numismatists have the opportunity to earn 
full and partial scholarships for the ANA’s highly ac¬ 
claimed 2012 Summer Seminar in Colorado Springs. 

The two one-week sessions are scheduled from 
June 23-29 and June 30-July 6. Applications from 
ANA members between the ages of 13-22 are due by 
Jan. 31. Last year, there were 38 full scholarships and 
eight partial scholarships awarded. Partial scholarships 
cover the cost of tuition while the full scholarships 
cover tuition, lodging and meals for one week, and the 
cost of airfare to travel to and from Colorado Springs.
